To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hornsey  and  Stockbridge  Rural  District 

Council. 

Mr,  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  information  and  consideration 
the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Rural 
District. 


There  was  unusually  heavy  rainfall  in  October  and  serious  flooding 
in  several  Parishes,  In  Stockbridge  and  Little  Sombome  the  flooding 
persisted  for  many  weeks:  although  traffic  was  dislocated  and  property 
damaged  there  was  no  epidemic  resulting  from  the  flooding.  The  piped 
water  supply  was  connected  in  Stockbridge  in  August,  i960.  Preliminary 
work  toward,  providing  a  waterbourne  3  CJ  "VVc3 1  e  system  in  Stockbridge  was 
carried  cut.  Building  of  houses  to  enable  completion  of  the  slum 
clearance  programme  in  Stockbridge  is  put  off  until  main  drainage  be 
available.  During  the  year  it  became  necessary  to  take  immediate  action 
to  extend  your  sewers  in  the  parish  of  North  Baddesley;  until  the  new 
sewer  be  complete  there-  must  be  very  little  building  of  houses  in  this 
Parish.  There  is  need  for  sewers  in  Chilworth  and  Wei low. 


There  was  no  report  of  Statutory  overcrowding  in  houses  in  your 
District.  There  were  fewer  council  houses  under-occupied,  as  some 
houses  and  flats  designed  for  elderly  people  were  completed  and  some 
elderly  people  wepe  transferred  from  three  bedroom  council  houses  to 
these  one  bedroom  dwellings.  These  specially  designed  dwellings  are 
very  much  appreciated  by  the  elderly  tenants  and  several  parishes  have 
made  requests  for  similar  dwellings.  There  is  no  doubt  that  elder ly 
people  have  been  enabled  to  continue  to  be  independent  because  they 
have  been  housed  in  labour-saving  homes  where  assistants  such  as  Home 
Helps  or  Welfare  Officers  find  it  easy  to  help,

SECTION  B.  -  GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICE. 


1.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of 
the  Borough  of  Romsey  and  an  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
School  Medical  Officer  of  the  Hampshire  County  Council.  This  combined 
appointment  helps  to  co-ordinate  the  medical  services  supplied  by  the  County 
Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority  in  accordance  with  Part  III  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  194&,  with  the  services  supplied  by  the  District 
Council. 


Your  Council  also  has  nine  representatives  on  the  County  Council  District 
Health  Sub-Committee  -  the  District  comprising  the  area  of  Romsey  and 
Stoc^bridge  Rural  District  and  Romsey  Borough.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
alst)  attends  quarterly  Meetings  of  the  District  Health  Sub- Commit  tee. 


2.  The  County  Council  supply  the  following  services :- 

(a)  Ambulance  Services. 

Ambulances  are  stationed  at  Romsey  (l)  and  Broughton  (l)  and 
controlled  from  the  County  Council  Offices  at  Winchester.  Additional 
ambulances  can  be  sent  to  the  District  from  the  depot  at  Winchester. 

(b)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

District  Nurses  are  responsible  for  domiciliary  midwifery  and  home 
nursing.  They  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  County  Council  Health 
Visitors,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  General  Practitioners 
of  their  areas.  No  nursing  arrangements  or  contribution  is  made  by  the 

District  Cauftcil  but  nine  members  represent  the  Council  on  the  District 
Health  Sub-Committee  of  the  County  Council.

1,  Water  Supply" 

(p)  Forty- two  (42)  samples  of  water  from  private  sources  were  submitted 

for  bacteriological  examination.  Twenty-eight  (28)  were  found 
to  be  satisf actory.  Of  the  one-hundred  and  sixty- two  (l62) 

’■  '  samples  submitted  from  the  Council's  watermains,  one-hundred 
'  ’  and  ten  ( 1 1 0)  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  The  unsatisf actory 

results  were  from  newly  laid  mains  and  these  samples  wvTere  talon 
before  water  therefrom  "was  made  available  to  the  public.

Work  on  Stage  4  of  the  Coi*ncilTs  scheme  to  provide  a 
piped  water  supply  to  the  Parish  of  Mottisfont  will  commence 
early  in  1961.

2.  Sewerage 

During  the  year  the  number  of  sewer  connections  in  the  Parish 
of  Nursling  and  Rownhams  increased  to  445  and  in  the  Parish  of 
North  Baddesley  to  519. 

The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  were  instructed  to  submit  a 
report  on  the  proposed  scheme  to  sewer  Stockbridge  together  with  the 
estimated  cost  of  such  a  scheme* 

The  provision  of  sewers  to  the  Rownhams  Mount  Estate  area  of  the 
Parish  of  Rownhams,  which  will  discharge  to  the  Southampton 
Corporation’s  sewers  was  substantially  under  way  by  the  end  of  the 
year. 

The  Parish  of  North  Baddesley  which  is  at  present  served  by  a 
9”  trunk  sewer  discharging  to  the  Southampton  Corporation’s  sewers 
continued  to  develop  very  rapidly  and  certain  parts  of  the  sewer 
have  been  subject  to  flooding  following  heavy  rainfall. 

It  was  consequently  decided  to  construct  a  flume  chamber  to 
register  the  true  flow  of  sewage  in  the  existing  sewer  and  also  to 
construct  a  new  18 ”  trunk  sev/er  to  discharge  to  the  Southampton 
Corporation’s  sowers. 

The  flume  chamber  will  be  completed  early  in  196 1. 

The  nev/  trunk  sewer  should  be  available  for  use  during  the 
latter  hadf  of  1963. 

Further  development  in  the  Parish  will  be  severely  curtailed 
until  the  new  sewer  is  in  operation. 


An  official  request  to  the  Eastleigh  Borough  Council  was  made  in 
the  latter  part  of  the  ye  ax  to  ascertain  whether  that  Authority 
would  agree  in  principle  to  accept  sewage  from  the  Beechwood  Crescent 
area  of  the  Parish  of  Ampfield  into  it!s  sewers.

SECTION  D.  -  HOUSING 

(i)  Twnlve  (12)  Council  Houses  were  erected  during  the  year. 

(ii)  One  hundred  and  thirteen  ( 1 1 3 )  houses  v/ere  erected  by  private 
enterprise  during  the  year. 

(iii)  Movable  Dwellings 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  fifty  ( 50)  movable  dwellings  were 
licenced  under  the  provisions  of  Section  269  of  the  public  Health  Act 
19 3^  and  ten  (10)  sites  licenced  to  provide  accommodation  for  one 
hundred  (100)  caravans. 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960  came  into 
force  in  August  and  Model  Standards  for  sites  were  adopted  by  the 
Council. 

Generally,  these  Standards  are  to  be  Enforced  in  full  in  respect 
of  sites  comprising'  of  more  than  three*  (3)  Caravans. 

No  licence  had  been  issued  under  the  new  Act  by  the  end  of  the 
year. 

* 

Much  trouble  v/as  again  experienced  during  the  year  with  large 
numbers  of  gypsy  families  camping  on  v/aste  land  near  the’- Southampton 
County  Borough  boundary. 

These  people  make  a  precarious  living  by  general  dealing  in  the 
Southampton  area. 

The  owner  of  the  land  principally  affected  drey/  the  offending 
caravans  out  by  tractor  and  thereafter  fenced  and  ditched  to  prevent 
re-entry. 

Within  a  few  weeks,  however,  caravans  were  again  on  the  site. 

Whilst  one  has  every  sympathy  with  the  owners  of  land  mis- used  in 
this  manner,  there  seems  ne  alternative  but  to  approach  them,  as 
action  taken  against  individual  campers  is  obviously  impracticable,

4.  Public  Cleansing 
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The  fortnightly  collection  of  household  refuse  continued  through¬ 
out  the  Rural  District  and  ver}^  few  complaints 'were  received  from 
the  general  public. 

Some  persons  find  kerbside  collection  irksome,  but  a  collection 
from  each  house  would  entail  practically  doubling  present  staff  and 
purchasing  additional  refuse  vehicles. 


Opposed  to  those  persons  more  used  to  urban  life  in  the  southern 
half  of  the  area  near  Southampton,  there  are  many  living  in  the  more 
rural  north  who  are  of  opinion  that  a  fortnightly  collection  is  too 
frequent ! 

Every  effort  is  made  to  collect  from  those  houses  occupied  by 
incapacitated  and  elderly  persons  who  are  unable  to  arrange  for  their 
bins  to  be  placed  on  the  roadside.  ,  : 

The  4  W.  D.  Tractor  continued  to  give  excellent  service  and  refuse 
was  covered' down  daily  with  sand  dug  in  the  disposal  site.  The  tip 
v/as  literally  free  of 'flies  through-out  the  yean. 

A  Weekes  hydraulic  trailer  for  use  in  connection  with  the  tractor 
was  purchased  during  the  year  and  proved  of  great  assistance  in 
transporting  large  quantities  of  covering  material  to  remoter  areas 
of  the  tip. 

A  further  seven  (7)  acres  of  land  adjoining  the  refuse  tip  was 
purchased  for  the  semi  of  £2,000  to  provide  covering  material  and  a 
future  tipping  area.  The  cost  of  this  land  will  be  offset  by  what 
would  have 'had  to  be  paid  for  top-soil  delivered  to  the  tip  by 
private  Contractor  in  2  to  3  years. 

Delivery. of  a  new  Paxit  II  Dennis  compression  type  rear  loading 
refuse  vehicle  was  taken  in  April,  i960.  This  has  proved  -of  great 
value.  The  clearance  of  refuse  from  the  majority  of  parishes  can 
now  be  affected  in  one  journey  instead  , of  two.  This,  of  course, 
means  considerable  saving  in  fuel,  especially  as  diesel  oil  is  both 
cheaper  and  more  economical  in  use  than  petrol. 

At  present  this  Authority  has  one  Dennis  10  cu.yd.  side-loader 
and  two  12  cu.yd.  side^loaders  in  addition  to  the  ney/  vehicle. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  .'purchase  a  further  new  vehicle  in  1961.

Rodent  Control 


The  Rodent  Control  Staff,  consisting  of  the  Rodent  Officer  and  one 
Rodent  Operator  surveyed  two  hundred  and  thirty- six  (236)  Agricultural 
Premises,  fifty-five  (55)  Business  Premises  and  three  hundred  and 
ninety-six  (396)  Private  Dwellings  during  the  year. 

In  addition  they  treated  two  hundred  and  twelve  (212)  infestations 
in  Private  Houses  end  eighty  (80)  infestations  on  Agricultural  land 
and  Business  Premises. 


One  hundred  and  forty- two  (14-2)  manholes  were  test-baited  on  the 
Council’s  sewers  serving  North  Baddesley  and  Upton  Crescent,  Nursling.

Many  cases  of  measles,  mumps,  who  oping- cough  and  diarrhoea  are  not 
notified.  There  wore  9  cases  of  dysentery  notified  from  the  Array  camp  at 
Wallop;  these  were  considered  to  be  a  virus  infection  and  there  was  no 
question  of  food  or  water  contamination.

These  figures  for  under  5  year  olds  represent  about  6O/0  of  all  children 
in  the  age  group.  During  the.  year  nearly  all  of  the  children  immunised 
against  Diphtheria  were  at  th  e  same  time  given  a.  protection  against  whooping- 
cough  and  tetanus. 


There  has  been  a  marked  drop  in  the  proportion  of  children  receiving  a 
’booster’  injection  prior  to  entering  school  when.  5  years  old.  This  is 
dangerous;  although  there  was  no  case  of  diphtheria  in  this  area  there  was 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  in  the  country  as  a  whole  during  I960.

The  primary  vaccination •  of  babies  was  not  at  a  satisf actory  level  during 

i960.  The  figure  for  babies  vaccinated  when  expressed  as  a  percentage  of 

live  births  in  the  area  represents  only  39*2.  Following  advice  published 

by  a  Committee  of  the  .Medical  Research  Council  some  children  are  not 

vaccinated  against  smallpox  until  the  second  year  of  life.  However  the 

figures  for  i960  show  that  this  change  is  not  responsible  for  the  very  low 

percentage  vaccination  figure  for  the  Rural  District.  There  is  d;ill  grave 

danger  of  smallpox  being  introduced  from  arb-as  oversea  where  the  disease 

still  kills  and  disfigures  many  thousands  of  people  each  year.

During  February  vaccination  against  polioiryelitis  was  made 
available  for  all  up  to  4-0  years  old.  There  was  no  great  rush  to 
accept  protection  and  the  acceptance  rate  for  young  adults  is  not 
satisfactory;  less  than  one  half  of  the  young  adult  spopul  at  ion 
have  been  vaccinated.
